In 1870 the total population of Macon 


county was 26,481, and the present cen- 
sus shows an increase of 3,926, a gain of 
almost 15 per cent. The result places 
Macon in the front rank among the grow- 
ing counties in the State, and while the 
increase in population has not been aa 
large as many expected it would be, atill 
we are doing very well, and should not 
grumble. The work of taking the census 
has been done faithfully and well by 
careful men, and so far as we know, no 
one within the boundaries of the city or 
county has been missed.

A Slitk Trifle. 


On Tuesday, June «9d, while the unter- 


rifled were assembling In convention at 
Cincinnati, two well-dressed men giving 
their names as George H. McClelland and 
George A. Hanson, entered I. W. Ehr- 
man's merchant tailoring establishment, 
and asked to look at some piece goods. 
They wanted a suit of clothes apiece and 
if they could find anything that pleased 
their fancy they would buy. The propri- 
etor was at Cincinnati doing what he 
could to "save the country," but "Jake" 
was at the store and doubtless did all he 
could in his feeble way to induce th» 
strangers to buy. Finally the men picked 
out a piece of diagonal cloth, and ordered 
two suits made. They agreed to pay $45 
a suit, and each, being strangers to Jake, 
planked down $5 to bind the bargain. The 
suits were to be made up immediately. 
Jake said he wourd do his level best, and 
the men departed. A day or two after- 
ward Juke received a message from bis 
two customers requesting him to hurry up 
with those suits »nd when they were fin- 
ished, send them 10 their address at Ed- 
dyville, an obscure luwn of about 1500 
inhabitants in Wapello county, lown. 
The suits were neut lln-ie oil June 25th, 
by United States expiesn and marked "C. 
0. D., $80," and Jake got a receipt from 
the Decatur company for the package. 
The package arrived at Eddyville, 0. K., 
but the same night, somebody burglarized 
Ihe station and stole the clothing but 
nothing else. The U. S. agent at Eddy- 
ville immediately notified Mr. Rigan of 
the Decalur office of the theit, and he in- 
formed Ehrman of the facts in the case so 
far as known. Nothing further haa as yet 
developed in the case, but, the U. S. ex- 
press detectives with samples of the Ehr- 
man goods in their possession, are work- 
ing up the case, but with little hopes of 
success. Undoubtedly the parties who 
committed the burglary are the same in- 
dividuals who first ordered the suits, and 
have doubtless skipped east or south to 
play the same game on some other dealer, 
Ehrman will hold the express company 
responsible for the $80. This is an old 
trick, and is nothing new to expressmen. 
Some months ago a package of notions 
valued at over $100, was sent by express 
to a customer by Linn * Scruggs, but the 
goods were stolen and have not been 
found to this day.
